Midwives Must Be Licensed. 
It is not g enerally known that a bill 
was passed by the last leg islature and 
sig ned by the g overnor, requiring all 
women practicing midwifery to reg is­ 
ter their names with the secretary cf 
state and the state medical examining 
board, setting forth where and how 
long they have practiced; also re­ 
quiring all candidates to become mid­ 
wives to appear before the medical 
examining board, pass an examina­ 
tion and be duly licensed. 
Under the 
act all midwives must reg ister once a 
year and be licensed. 
The penalty 
for failing to comply with the law is a 
fine of not less than £ 10 or more than 
$ 50 or imprisonment in the county 
jail not less than ten or more than 
thirty days. 
Dr. Arthur Sweeney, 
secretary of the state medical board, 
at St. Paul, announces that all mid­ 
wives in the state must appear before 
him in accordance with the new law 
on J une 5th, at 3 p. in., to make their 
first reg istration.

hard, dry, 
sweet heavy, plump, full of flour, and 
ra‘tie like shot 
They have a clean 
and almost metallic luster. 
Each oat 
io a well-g rown sample is nearly all 
the same size. 
There are but few 
small or imperfect g rains. 
Tbe hard 
pressure of the nail on an oat should 
leave little or no mark. 
The kernel 
when pressed between the teeth should 
clip rather than tear. The skin should 
be thin. 
The size of the kernel will 
be less in proportion this the skin la 
thick, 
The color of the oat is not 
very material, 
but white oats are 
g enerally thinner in tbe sain than 
black. 
Ag ain, black oats will g row 
on inferior soils. 
Short, plump oats 
are preferable to larg e, 
long g rain* 
Bearded oats must have an excesas of 
bus*. 
Oats are not necessarily bad 
because they are thick-skinned 
or 
bearded, but they must contain a less 
amount of flour per bushel than thin- 
skinned oats without beards.

Midwives Mu*t He Licensed. 
It is not generally known that a bill 
was passed by the last legislature and 
signed by the governor, requiring all 
women practicing midwifery to regis­ 
ter their names with the secretary cf 
state and the state medical examining 
board, setting forth where and how 
long they have practiced; also re­ 
quiring all candidates to become mid­ 
wives to appear before the medical 
examining board, pass an examina­ 
tion aud be duly licensed.

act all midwives must register once a 
year and be licensed. 
The penalty 
for failing to comply with the law is a 
fine of not less than $10 or more than 
$50 or imprisonment in the county 
jail not less than ten or more than 
thirty days. 
Dr. A rthur Sweeney, 
secretary of the state medical board, 
at St. Paul, announces that all mid­ 
wives in the state must appear before 
him in accordance with the new law 
on June 5th, at 3 p. in., to make their 
first registration.

pressure of the nail on an oat should 
leave little or no mark.

clip rather than tear. The skin should 
be thin. 
The size of the kernel will 
be (ess in proportion this the skin is 
thick, 
The color of the oat is not 
very material, 
but white oats are 
generally thinner in the sain than 
black. 
Again, black oats will grow 
on inferior soils. 
Short, plump oats 
are preferable to large, 
long grains. 
Bearded oats must hare an excess* of 
busz. 
Oats are not necessarily bad 
because they are thick-skinned 
or 
bearded, but they must contain a less 
amount of flour per bushel than thin- 
skinned oats without beards.

It is found on the coast of some of the 
South Pacific islands, a product of the 
sea, and in appearance not unlike the 
half of a dry English pea.

T im e ly S u g g e s tio n s . 
Among other suggestions occurring 
in Powell’s A, B, C, of agriculture are 
the following: Adopt and persist in flat 
culture for everything except, perhaps, 
celery. Sow and plant everything in 
rows, nothing whatever broadcast. 
To facilitate this, a good marker is 
indispensable. 
This is a heavy rake 
like implement for marking seed drills. 
When used theline is stretched tightly 
and the marker drawn alongside. 
A marker may be made thus: Select 
a piece of yellow pine 0 feet IO inches 
long and otherwise 4 by 2J4 inches. 
Tile teeth should be hard wood, 2 by I 
inches thick, mortised into the head 
piece and 
projecting 
nine inches. 
I/et there be seven teeth on one side, 
each afoot apart, and four on the other 
side, at double the distance, by run­ 
ning the two outside teeth and two 
others clear through. Two handles are 
inserted at two feet from either end 
and braced by a cross piece at some 
distance from the head. 
One stroke 
of the marker across the garden will 
make seven rows, just the proper depth 
for sowing small seeds like carrots or 
onions. 
By all means have a marker moTCe 
now. That, and a dibber, one or two 
steel rakes and a good line, are all the 
tools needed outside of the regular 
farming implements. A wheel hoe is 
useful, providing the land is clear of 
stones. Plow now if the ground is in 
condition, but do not harrow till ready 
to proceed with the work of getting 
in crops.

they m ake a better im pressio n upo n 
a jury th a n they certainly wo uld if 
bro ug h t to trial when first arrested. 
A strikin g case in po int was Sanders,

Officer P rintz. 
W hen he was first 
p ut in jail h e w a sa bo ut the to ughest, 
blo nted an d alto g eth er brutalized 
specimen o f hum an ity I had ev er Heen. 
E ight m o nths later ho was bro ug h t 
to tria l, 
It was alm o st impo ssible 
to reco gnize in the pale, finely draw n 
features o f th e quiet, self po ssessed 
nnd entilligent talkin g priso ner the 
ho o dlum o f the prev io us year.

M arket G ardners’ As­ 
so ciatio n th a t o ne o f the w o rst o f the 
m any 
disreputable things do ne in 
the seed trade is the h abit, quite co m ­ 
m o n in Euro pe, o f baking cheap o r in­ 
ferio r seed in o rder to destro y its v i­ 
ta lity and then mixing it with go o d 
seed o f the sam e o r a sim ilar appear­ 
ing v ariety. He had kno wn o f stale 
cabbage seed being baked and mixed 
with co stly cauliflo wer seed, and the 
buy7er co uld no t detect the fraud ex­ 
cept in the sm all percentage o f seed 
th a t germ inated. 
As o ne m eans o f 
circum v enting these frauds it was sug­ 
gested th a t the seed tra de sho uld hav e 
its reco gnized grades—A No . 1, A No - 
2 , etc., the sam e as the grain trade. 
I This wo uld be a great im pro v em ent 
i o n the present unifo rm stan dard, 
which is in reality no stan dard a t all. 
So me further o bserv atio ns o f Mr. 
i Grego ry o n the subject o f seeds are 
w o rthy o f no te. Heeds ripened in a 
dry seaso n, he said, are best and keep 
v itality lo ngest, 
it is better to keep 
seeds o f the v ine family where they 
will no t freeze. When they lo se life the 
o il in them beco mes rancid. The seeds 
o f the v ines o ften fail fro m to o co ld o r 
wet weather after planting. Go o d 
seed, ev en in the hands o f skillful 
gardeners, will no t alw ays gro w. 
A ho t, drying mud will so metim es 
prev ent germ inatio n, tho ugh this, it 
sho uld be said, may be generally pre­ 
v ented by tho ro ughly co m pacting the 
so il after planting. “ Firm ing the so il” 
was o ne o f the prescriptio ns fo r suc­ 
cessful germ inatio n o n which the late 
Peter Henderso n laid great stress. It 
puts the so il, if tho ro ugh tillage has 
prepared it pro perly fo r the seed, in 
I th e best po ssibieco nditio u to pro m o te 
gro wth. 
Mr. Gergo ry said he had kno wn 
sam ples o f o nio n seed to germ inate 
up to 9(5 and ev en 100 per cent; but a 
fair av erage is 8 5 t o 9 0 per cent.; The 
av erage fo r cabbage seed is 8 5 j>er 
cent.; the sam e fo r sweet co rn; fo r 
beans abo ut 70 per cent. The wrinkl­ 
ed jieas are no t so sure to germ inate 
as the bard v ariet ies. 


P r o t e c t t h e F ruit F r o m F r o s t. 
The fruit blo o m o f all kinds was 
nev er fuller, in this sectio n, th an no w. 
The unusually 
warm weather has 
fo rced it o ut to early we fear, and we 
reco mmend th a t precautio ns be taken 
to prev ent the disastro us effects o f 
fro st. We giv e o ur o wn plan fo r this 
purpo se. Near the middle o f o ur plum 
and pear o rchard we hav e a pit a fo o t 
o r mo re deep, and alKiut fo ur feet in 
diam eter, am i hav e tilled it with chi|>s 
and o tlier rubbish. When the signal 
serv ice repo rts, o r the falling o f the 
mercury in o ur therm o m eter indicates 
a fro st, we shall set fir** to the pile, 
and after it is well started, shall p a rt­ 
ly sm o ther it with earth ami thus 
keep a co lumn o f sm o ke am i heated 
air rising thro ugh 
the night. The 
effect is to sta rt the air in the v icinity 
» ntQ m o tio n, 
ami thus prev ent the 
fro st fro m taking effect o n the yo ung 
fruit. We reco mmend o ther4« to try 
the plan. 
Unless the fro st is v ery 
heav y, am o unt iug to a freeze, we think 
it will pro v e effectual.—Indiana Farm - 
er. 
G o o d W a t e r a n d S a lt f o r S to c k. 
Let yo ur sto ck hav e plenty o f salt 
and go o d running w ater, and they w ill 
giv e better return in gro wth, nulk and 
butter th a t they will to drink dead 
and stagnant w ater fro m so me o ld 
slo ugh-ho le and hav e a crav ing fo r 
salt. 
‘Tis a go o d plan to pro v ide a 
bo x, under the shed fro m the sto rm 
and dam p weather, filled with salt, so 
th a t they can help themselv es freely 
as appetite qr crav ing dem ands. ‘Tis 
iust as essential th a t pat tie sho uld 
hav e salt two qr three tim es a week, 
dijringthe spring o r summer, as fOo d 
and w ater. 
I hav p seen co ws co m*? 
within an ace o f dying, just fpr the 
need o f salt. The pwner tho ught, as 
m any o thers do , th a t the cattle co uld 
liv e and thriv e w itho ut salt.

I go t a dish o f warm 
water, a rag, sa t dewn by the kitchen 
sto v e where I co uld keep the w ater 
aud the chick warm, and just so aked 
the shell o ff him, bit b>* bit, until it 
was all o ff. 
It was a slo w jo b—to o k 
me full tw o ho urs, but I did it w itho ut 
drawing blo o d, and the chick liv ed, 
grew up to Is* a ro o ster th a t so ld fo r 
$2 .—F anny Field.

The w o rst o f all subso ils is a sand o f 
any kind; it will no t ho ld anything, 
and the o nty margin between sucli 
a so il and entire sterility is the small 
am o unt o f v egetable m a tte r it m ay 
co ntain. It is easy to exhaust and 
h a rd to reno v ate.

W ith a 
go nd fo rce pum p the spray m ay be 
t hro wn upo n the tree in sucq a way as 
to lo dge a little o f the po iso n o n the 
blo sso m end o f ev pry apple, where it 
is needed. No t mo re th a n pqe po und 
o f the po iso n tq 2 0 0 gallo ns pf w ater 
sho uld be used, and the two sho uld be 
kept tho ro ughly piixed in prder to ac­ 
co m plish the intended pbject. The 
spraying o f v ario us co pper so lutio ns 
fo r the sav ing o f frqit cipps is no w a 
reco gnized necessity, apd aq a p p a ra ­ 
tus o f so me kind fo p do ing it easily 
and well is an essential p a rt o f the 
equipm ent o f ev ery frqit gro wer.

A H O O L E S O l ’HISE. 


OH the first few 
w e e k s after we 
went into camp 
at T a lo, away 
up in Upper Bur­ 
undi, on the head 
w a t e r s of the 
Ira waddy river, 
we had a pretty 
stiff time of i t, 
ti n d what with 
fighting dacoits 
a n d lo c a tin g 
sub military sta­ 
tions about the country our hands 
were full. Then, just about the time 
things bogan to settle down, anew 
difficulty arose, for what little culti* 
va ted la ml there was had been rob 
i»e<i and plundered bv the dacoits, 
and so the poor Burmese found them­ 
selves in danger of starving, and the 
worst of it was it looked as though 
we alight have to starve with them. 
The Madras Pioneers, w hom I com­ 
ma tided, were a brave and sturdy 
lot of fellows, but I saw only too 
plainly th at their scant rations were 
having a serious effect. 
For awhile 
native traders had l*vn coming down 
the I rn waddy in lioats on their way 
to Mandalay, currying gold leaf and 
indigo, sweet oil and pickled tea, aud, 
what was of far more value to us. 
cocoanuts ami bananas, eggs and 
rice; but the dacoits along the wood­ 
ed banks of the river waylaid and 
robbed them so often that they were 
beginning to find it more profitable 
to stay a t home, and ii trader's boat 
was now a ran and curious tiling. 
“ Well, (ap t. Chari to n /’ 
said a 
cheerful \oi<e as I sat smoking a 
cheroot before my tent one evening, 
“pondering over the food problem, 
a tv you? B oat worry. I have found 
a sure solution for th at.” 
Thes}>enker was Lieut. Kcdvers, 
and he looked very happy and con­ 
tented as he pithed out a camp stool 
and sat down at my side.” 
“ I have a splendid idea,” he went 
on. “ Half a dozen of those cow ardly 
traders were iii camp this morning 
during your absence begging us to 
give them some protection. It seems 
the dacoits have robbed two boats 
in the past week. There is a w hole 
nest of the wretches about ten miles 
a I Kl vc h«*re. These trailers circled 
round to avoid them, and they re-1 
port a boat of stuff lying at a village 
t w e n ty miles up the river which they 
are niraid to bring down. Now my 
idea is this: Suppose we take a pick­ 
ed dozen of men and go back with 
th ase fellows. Then we hide ourselves 
in the boat, start down the river and 
when tile dacoits come out to board 
us we pop up and give them a leaden 
reception. I assuie you they will 
trouble no more trader s boats, and 
in future we w ill feast as royally as 
the Rajah of .Mumiqxire himself. 
Now, what do you I bink or that, cap­ 
tain?” 
I expressed my opinion with a 
hearty clap on Heil vers'back. 
The next morning I picked out half 
a dozed good men and, taking Hed­ 
gers along, of course, we put our­ 
selves under the guidance of the Bur­ 
mese traders and started for the vil­ 
lage , twenty miles distant. 
That is. it was twenty miles by the 
water, lait it was at least thirty lo7 
the way our guides led us, tor we 
circled away back from the river, 
crossing over a couple of mountain 
ranges and wading through bamboo 
swamps and thorny jungles. 
It was a perilous trip far such a 
handful of men and w e were all glad 
when we arrived at the village about 
nightfall. 
It w as a mere trifle of a place, but 
it w as encircled w ith a strong stock­ 
ade of teak logs, and the natives had 
made such a Iteroic defense on the 
several occasions when ii had l»een 
attacked by dacoits that the robbers 
had ceased to molest it. We found 
the boat moored along the bank.

Two of our boatmen at once plung­ 
ed over board and gaining the right 
bank disap|K»ared iii the jungle. I 
confess I was badly scared. My first 
sensation was surprise at seeingsuch 
st large for«-e of dacoits. Then I real­ 
ized our peril. In this clumsy old 
craft we would lie overwhelmed by 
sh eer foreeofnumbers. with nochance 
of escape. It was unless to attem pt 
to reach the shore. The men with 
faces slightly blanched were waiting 
my orders. 
A desperate strtiggleandasoldier’s 
death were all th at were left to us, 
and I was just about to tell them so 
w hen a glance a t the sullen counten- j 
a tlee of our captive inspired me w ith 
a brilliant idea. 
I knew these dacoits were cowards 
a t boart and, turning to the chief, I 
mustered up my scanty knowledged' 
Burmese and said fiercely: “ You dog 
of a roblier. if your men come a yard 
nearer I will shoot you on the spot,” 
and I pulled out my revolver as I 
spoke. 
“ Listen,” I said. “AnEnglishman 
never lies, and you know it. Bid 
your men go back to shore and let 
out boats go by unmolested. When 
we are five miles below here you shall 
lie set free.” 
The robl*er shook his head sullenly, 
and I saw with alarm th at we were 
fast drifting down into the horde of 
canoes. 
I sprang forward andsiezed 
him by the throat, pressing the cold 
muzzle of the revolver against his 
naked breast.

Ile advanced trembling to the front 
of the boat firmly held by Retirers 
and one of the men, and in a loud 
voice addressed his friends, motion­ 
ing them backwards as he spoke.

It was a period ol horrible uncertain­ 
ty, and w hen at last the clumsy craft 
floated right between the double 
rows of canoes the susj>ense wTos al­ 
most unbearable. 
From both sides 
scores of dark savage faces watched 
us sharply, keenly, so close, indeed, 
that onecould see plainly theirgreasy 
locks, the ornaments glittering on 
their half naked 
bodies and the 
weapons firmly clutched 
in their 
quivering hands. We seemed to move 
by inches, and I could scarce repress 
a shout of impatience. Every eye 
wits fixed on the chief, but in the fai*e 
of Red vers' revolver th at dusky in­ 


let of the robliers, nm! I shud­ 
dered to think how close I hod stood 
to th at sanguinary monster.

Im p ro v ed In Jail. 
Every time a batch of jail prisoners 
are arraigned in the criminal court I 
am struck by the vast improvement 
in their personal appearance th at a 
few months’ confinement gives them. 
In 99 cases out of IOO they tire a 
course, brutal, heavy drinking class, 
and show their low habits in their 
faces. In the jail they get the whisky 
out of their skins, the so called jail 
pallor leaves their faces clear and 
white, and more or less refined, and 
they make a better impression upon 
a jury than they certainly would if 
brought to trial when first arrested. 
A striking ease in point was Sunders, 
the dog catcher, w ho killed Police 
Officer Printz. When he was first 
put in jail hewasabout the toughest, 
bloated and altogether brutalized 
specimen of humanity I had ever seen. 
Eight months later ho was brought 
to trial, It was almost impossible 
to recognize in the pale, finely drawn 
features of the quiet, self possessed 
and entilligent talking prisoner the 
hoodlum of the previous year. His 
appearance made such a good impres­ 
sion th at he got off wit tm two years’ 
sentence, when I believe if the same 
jury had seen him us I did he would 
have been sent up for life.—Circuit At- i 
torney in St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

I ‘ar o- 
quets and ravens reach an age of over 
IOO years. The life ofsea and marsh 
birds sometimes equals th at of sever­ 
al human generations. Jake many 
other birds, magpies like to lie very 
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A dulterating Seed. 
One of the gravest offences 
the farming interests of this 
country is the adulteration 
This is one of the forms of 


against 
or any 
of seed. 
in Uglify 
against which farmers and gardeners 
need to be constantly on their guard. 
The necessity for watchfulness is rec­ 
ognized by every careful farmer who 
realizes th at his margin of profit is so 
small that it may easily be wiped out 
by the use of inferior seed. But there 
are forms of adulteration which it is 
extremely difficult to guard against. 
One of these is exposed by Mr. J. J. 
Gregory, the well-known Marblehead 
seedsman. 
He said in a recent address before 
the Boston Market Gardners’ As­ 
sociation th at one of the worst of the 
many disreputable things done in 
the seed trade is the habit, quite com­ 
mon in Europe, of baking cheap or in­ 
ferior seed in order to destroy its vi­ 
tality and then mixing it with good 
seed of the same or a similar appear­ 
ing variety. He had known of stale 
cabbage seed being baked and mixed 
, with costly cauliflower seed, and the 
! buyer could not detect the fraud ex­ 
cept in the small percentage of seed 
i that germinated. 
As one means of 
circumventing these frauds it was sug­ 
g ested that the seed trade should have 
j its recognized grades—A No. I, A No- 
! 2, etc., the same as the grain trade. 
I This would be a great improvement 
i on the present uniform standard, 
which is in reality no standard at all. 
Some further observations of Mr. 
Gregory on the subject of seeds are 
worthy of note. Seeds ripened in a 
dry season, he said, are best and keep 
vitality longest. It is better to keep 
seeds of the vine family where they 
will not freeze. When they lose life the 
oil in them becomes rancid. The seeds 
of the vines often fail from too cold or 
wet weather after planting. Good 
seed, even in the hands of skillful 
gardeners, will not always grow. 
A hot, drying mud will sometimes 
prevent germination, though this, it 
should be said, may be generally pre­ 
vented by thoroughly compacting the 
soil after planting. “Firming the soil” 
was one of the prescriptions for suc- 
i cessftil germination on which the late 
Peter Henderson laid great stress. It 
puts the soil, if thorough tillage has 
prepared it properly for the seed, in 
the best possible comfit ion to promote 
growth. 
Mr. Gergory said he had known 
samples of onion seed to germinate 


and sometimes, they didn't. Once, 
after the hens had left the nest, I 
fonnd one chick th at ta d his head out 
part way, and there he stuck—or 
rather the shell stuck closer than a 
brother. Those eggs cost $5 a sitting, 
and as the chick would die if I didn’t 
get him out, and could not do any 
worse than die if I did, I concluded to 
extricate him. I got a dish of warm 
water, a rag, sat acwn by the kitchen 
stove where I could keep the water 
and the chick warm, and just soaked 
the shell off him, bit by bit, until it 
was all off. It was a slow job—took 
me full two hours, but I did it without 
drawing blood, and the chick lived, 
ew up to bf* a rooster that sold for 
Fanny Field.

The nature of the subsoil seldom re­ 
ceives due consideration w hen one is 
selecting a farm. It ought to be 
nearly or quite as rieh in mineral 
m atter as the soil near the surface. 
It should have veins of water running 
through it, or at least water courses 
to be fillet! in dry tinier, as th at in­ 
sures good 
drainage. If the sub­ 
soil is an impervious day it will need 
more thorough, wider draining than 
one where clay and gravel are mixed. 
The worst of all subsoils is a sand of 
any kind; it will not hold anything, 
and the only margin between such 
a soil and entire sterility is the small 
amount of vegetable m atter it may 
contain. It is easy to exhaust and 
hard to renovate. 


C a r e o f S h e e p . 
The sheep suffers more from long 
continued wet weather than any other 
animal. Keep them on dry locations 
if you wish to avoid diseases in the 
flocks, especially the dreadedfoot-rot, 
Colds, due to exposure, lead to other 
ailments, and as the sheep is more 
easily affected by dampness than by 
cold the flock should be carefully 
guarded until the spring rains are 
over.

P r o t e c t t h e F ru it F ro m F r o s t. 
The fruit bloom of all kinds was 
never fuller, in this section, than now. 
The unusually 
warm weather has 
forced it out to early we fear, and we 
recommend that precautions be taken 
to prevent the disastrous effects of 
frost. We give our own plan for this 
purpose. Near the middle of our plum 
and pear orchard we have a pit a foot 
or more deep, ami al»out four feet in 
diameter, and have lilied it with chips 
and oilier rubbish. When the signal 
service reports, or the falling of the 
mercury in our thermometer indicates 
a frost, we shall set fire to the pile, 
and after it is well started, shall part­ 
ly smother it with earth and thus 
keep a column of smoke ami heated 
air rising through the night. The 
effect is to start the air iii the vicinity 
into motion, and thus prevent the 
frost from taking effect on the young 
fruit. We recommend others to try 
the plan. Unless the frost is very 
heavy, amount iug to a freeze, we think 
it will prove effectual.—Indiana Farm­ 
e r

and good running w ater, and they w ill 
give better return in growth, milk and 
butter that they will to drink dead 
and stagnant water from some old 
slough-hole and have a craving for 
salt. ‘Tis a good plan to provide a 
box, under tne shed from the storm 
and damp weather, filled with salt, so 
that they can help themselves freely 
as appetite pr craving demands.

S tr a w b e r r y C r p w n B o r er. 
The beetles arp incapable of flight, 
having no functional wings, and are 
thus dependent for locomotion pn the 
usual three pairs of legs. These they 
use with no great facility, and as the 
grubs lack legs altogether, the species, 
as may be supposed, doe* not migrate 
readily from infested beds. There is 
little danger of tl»e bQrqr getting 
Among plants on new land at a dis 
tance from infested beds as long as 
the plants for new beds have not been 
obtained from infested ones. Grubs 
and pupae spend all their lives in 
the crowns of plants, tieing found 
there 
from 
the middle of 
June 
till 
late in September. 
Plants 
removed from infested betis during 
this time are thereforeliabletoconvey 
tile borers to localities to which such 
plants may be transferred. Those 
who have had Experience with the 
borersha ve found that care with regard 
to selecting plants and ground for new 
beds was their best means of avoiding 
ipjury. No fear need be entertained 
pf the borers seriously attaekingother 
crops which may be grown on infested 
land, anil there is every probability 
that one season in corp or potatoes 
would rid land pf then). No practic­ 
able method of using insecticides 
against thecrown-borer is knowq. 


A W ord A b o u t S p r a y in g . 
Unless a heavy rain should follow 
the first spraying of apple trees with 
Paris green solution it is not necessary 
to repeat Hie operation if the first one 
has been thoroughly done. With a 
goad forge pump the spray may be 
t hrown upon the tree in sud) a way as 
to lodge a little of the pqison on the 
blossom end of evpry apple, where it 
is needed, Not more thafi ope pound 
I of the poison to 200 gallons pf water 
should be used, and the two should lie 
kept thoroughly mixed in prder to ac­ 
complish the unended pbject. The 
spraying of various copper solutions 
for the saving of fruit Itfpps is now a 
recognized necessity, and aq appara­ 
tus pf some kind fo£ doing jt easily 
And well is an essential part of the 
equipment of every fruit grower. 
It should always bg remembered, 
however, that while a ppcessary oper­ 
ation, spraying with copper solutions 
isq, dangerous ope, unless great care is 
exercised by the operator. These sol­ 
utions are strong poisons, even in the 
proportions used for spraying, and 
whoever does the work should beearn 
ful to keep on the windward side of 
the trjees, so that }ie "hi lie in no 
danger pf inhaling the poisonous spray. 
The package of poison should also be 
kept iii a secure place, under lock and 
key if possible.

B ad R o a d s. 
Poor roads is bad economy. Spend­ 
ing money in building such roads, or 
attempting to keep them in repair, is 
spiking money. 
Every farmer or 
other person drawing loads or riding 
over such roads is loosing a deal of 
money by way of power in going 
through mild, over stones and in cuts. 
Farmers should realize that bad rouds 
cause a sad waste, and show a lack of 
economy; on the other hand, good 
roads puts money into their pockets. 


D rin k fo r S t o c k . 
One oi the worst things to contend 
with in the care of stock is their drink. 
No creature will thrive if compelled to 
go 30 or 40 rods to drink and then 
get it by standing in the mud up to 
their knees, or in a cold northwest 
wind that will chill them so that they 
won’t get warm for the next 24 hours. 
Farmers had better hire money at 12 
jK*r cent, to bring water to their barns 
than compel their stock to travel off 
in the field to drink. 


V a r ie ty in F o o d . 
All kinds of stock are subject to a 
loss of appetite when the food does 
not consist of a variety. A mess of 
cooked turnips may improve an ani­ 
mal more than medicine. Always re­ 
sort to a change of food when the ani­ 
mal hi-enis to loose appetite. 


F a rm N o te s . 
Turpentine put in the drinking water 
of poultry is said to prevent gapes, 
It is said that guineas running 
among chickens will guard them from 
hawks. 


A {leach orchard requires about the ; 
same cultivation as corn. No grass 
should ever grown in the peach or­ 
chard. 
Do not be afraid to use wood ashes j 
on any kind of fruit crop. Lime is \ 
also beneficial on light sandy soils for j 
fruits. 
Animals which do not show a pro­ 
fit after paying for good care and 
good kel ping, should at once be re­ 
moved for their betters. 
No m atter what ails the fowl, a sick 
bird should at once be removed to 
separate quarters from the well ones. 
It is a precaution that always pays. 
Plant more green peas, so as to 
have a succession. Peas may be had 
on the table until quite late in 
summer if crops are planted two 
Weeks apart. 
Corn meal mixed with boiling-hot 
sweet skimmed milk gives the flesh of 
chickens a fine flavor and a white, 
clea- look .which adds to the market 
value. 
Give the onion bed a goodtopdress- 
ing of wood ashes, and hoe or rake 
them well into the soil at the first 
cultivation.

Cincinnati, Special.—W hatever its out­ 
come the big convention w hich assembled 
here was inaugurated In a fashion o f which 
any American citizen m ight well be proud. 
Fifteen hundred representatives o f the 
bone and sinew o f the nation, gathered 
alike from farm and city toil, came to order 
on the very watch-tick that had m onths be­ 
fore been agreed upon, lifted their voices in 
m agnificent diapason in a hym n to their 
country, said together in reverential unison 
the Lord's prayer, and then calm ly pro­ 
ceeded to fight out as b ea their m anhood 
directed the question whether or not a 
great new political party in the U nited 
States should forthwith be given existence. 
The first real excitem ent in the conven­ 
tion was caused by no less a person than 
Ignatius D onnelly of Minnesota. 
Ile did 
it with a harm less-looking little suggestion, 
that, to save tim e, the appointm ent 
of 
coinm ittem en by each state he com pleted 
in a lum p, each state nam ing all o f its com ­ 
m itteem en at once, including the member 
o f the national com m ittee. 
This led to a very warm discussion in 
which Gen. W eaver o f Iowa, wasted the 
sage and charged him with trying to pledge 
the convention on the sly to the formation 
o f a third party. 
D onnelly disclaim ed any 
intention to take an undue advantage. 
The Chairman came to the rescue and 
declared the m otion out o f order. 
After the appointm ent ot a com m ittee on 
resolutions the convention adjourned un­ 
til tom orrow.

I t is not generally known th at a bill 
was passed by th e last legislature and 
signed by th e governor, requiring all 
women practicing m idw ifery to regis­ 
ter th eir nam es with the secretary of 
state and the state m edical exam ining 
board, setting forth w here and how 
long they havo practiced; also re­ 
q u irin g ail candidate's to become m id­ 
wives t,o appear before the medical 
exam ining board, pass an exam ina­ 
tion aud be duly licensed. 
U nder the 
act all m idwives m ust register once a 
year and be licensed. 
T he penalty 
for failing to com ply w ith the law is a 
tine of not less than $10 or m ore than 
$50 or im prisonm ent in the county 
jail not less than ten or m ore than 
th irty days.

CAUSED BY ARSENIC. 


This Fact Established by the Inquest 
on the Remains of Mrs. Bertha 
W hittaker. 


Large Quantities of the Deadly Drug 
Found in Her Stomach on 
Examination, 


E a u C laire, Wis., Special Telegram, 
May 28.—The inquest on the death ol Mrs. 
Bertha Erickson lasted all day. 
At 6 p. m. 
the jury took a recess to 7 o’clock. The 
case was involved in deeper mystery than 
before, except thut the fact was established 
by the testimony of physicians and chem­ 
ists that large quantities ol arsenic were 
iound in the stomach ot deceased, and that 
it caused her death. 
Other evidence showed that Bertha was 
just seventeen years old; that she and Peter 
Erickson, a bright young Norwegian farm­ 
er, had been married five weeks when she 
died; that Erickson and his bride when she 
died were at the house of Mrs. Thomas Rus­ 
sell, in Brunswick township, where Erick­ 
son had been working for Mrs. Russell, a 
middle-aired lady, on her iarm; that Erick­ 
son and his wife were just about to move to 
the home he had made for her in the town 
of Drammen; that they were delayed by the 
young wife's illness; that just as she seemed 
better and was out ol bed and Erickson had 
hitched up his team to take her away, she 
became suddenly worse and died in three- 
quarters ofan hour in convulsions after 
taking a glass of water and a spoonful ol 
rum. 
Her symptoms steadily during all 
her illness were those of arsenical poison­ 
ing. 
Her food and medicine had been ad­ 
ministered sometimes by 
Mrs. 
Russell; 
sometimes by Erickson. Two physicians 
attended her at intervals, one of them treat­ 
ing her for nephritis, but no physician 
was 
present 
when 
she 
died. 
Sev­ 
eral relatives and neighbors hurriedly sum­ 
moned were there. 
The jury brought a verdict at m idnight 
that Mrs. Erickson came to her death by 
poison administered by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Russell.

T im e ly S u g g e stio n s. 
Among other suggestions occurring 
in Powell’s A, B, C, of agriculture are 
the following: Adopt and persist in flat 
culture for everything except, perhaps, 
celery. Sow and plant everything in 
rows, nothing whatever broadcast. 
To facilitate this, a good marker ia 
indispensable. 
This is a heavy rako 
like implement for marking seed drills. 
When used theline is stretched tightly 
and the marker 
drawn alongside. 
A marker may be made thus; Select 
a piece of yellow pine 6 feet 10 inches 
long and otherwise 4 by 
inches. 
The teet h should be hard wood, ‘2 by 1 
inches thick, mortised into the head 
piece and 
projecting 
nine 
inches. 
Let there be seven teeth on one side, 
eft« h a loot apart, and four on the other 
side, at double the distance, by run­ 
ning the two outside teeth and two 
others clear through. Twohandlesare 
inserted at two feet from either end 
and braced by a cross piece at some 
distance from the head. 
One Htroke 
of the marker across the garden will 
make seven rows, just the proper depth 
for sowing small seeds like carrots or 
onions. 
By all^ means have a marker no^fo 
now. That, and a dibber, one or two 
steel rakes and a good line, are all the 
tools needed outside of the regular 
farming implements. A wheel hoe is 
useful, providing the land is clear of 
stoiw-s. Plow now if theground is in 
condition, but do not harrow till ready 
to proceed with the work of getting 
in crops.

w orst ot it was it looked as though 
we m ight have to starv e with them . 
The M adras Pioneers, whom 1 com­ 
m a nded, wore a brave and sturdy 
lot of follows, but I saw only too 
plainly th a t their scant rations were 
having a serious effect. 
For a while 
native traders had been coming down 
the Iraw addy in boats on their way 
to M andalay, carrying gold leaf and 
indigo, sweet oil and pickled tea, and, 
what was of far more value to us. 
cocoa nuts and bananas, eggs and 
rice; but the dacoits along the wood­ 
ed banks ot the river waylaid and 
robbed them so often th a t they were 
beginning to find it more profitable i 
to stay a t home, and a tra d e r’s boat j 
was now a ra n and curious thing. 
“ Well, (’apt. C harlton,” 
said a 
cheerful \oice as 1 sat sm oking a 
cheroot before my te n t one evening, 
“ pondering over the food problem, 
are you? Don’t worry. 1 have found 
a sure solution for th a t.” 
The speaker was Lieut. Redvers, 
and he looked very happy and con­ 
tented as he pulled out a camp stool 
and sa t down a t my side.” 
“ 1 have a splendid idea,” he went 
on. “ Half n dozen of those cow ardly 
trad ers were in camp this m orning 
during your absence begging us to 
give them some protection.

Every tim e a batch of jail prisoners 
are arraigned in the crim inal court I 
am struck by the v ast im provem ent 
in their personal appearance th a t a 
few m onths’ confinement gives them. 
In 99 cases o u t of 100 they are a 
course, brutal, heavy drinking class, 
and show their low’ habits in their 
faces, la the jail they g et the whisky 
o u t of their skins, the so called jail 
pallor leaves their faces clear and 
white, and more or less refined, and 
they make a better impression upon 
a jury th an they certainly would if 
brought to trial w hen first arrested. 
A striking case in point was Sanders, 
the dog catcher, who killed Bolice 
Officer Brintz. 
When he was first 
p u t in jail he was about t lie toughest, 
bloated and altogether brutalized 
specimen of hum anity I had ever seen. 
Eight m onths later he was brought 
to trial, 
It was alm ost impossible 
to recognize in the pale, finely drawn 
features of the quiet, self possessed 
and entilligent talking prisoner the 
hoodlum of the previous year, llis 
appearance made such a good impres­ 
sion th a t he got offw itha two years’ 
seutence, when I believe if the saint 
jury had seen him as I did he would 
have been sent up for life.—Circuit At­ 
torney in St. Louis (Jlobe-Democrat.

The swan is the longest lived bird 
and it is asserted th a t it has reached 
the age of 100 years. 
K nauer, in big 
work 
entitled 
“ N aturhistoriker,” 
states th a t hejhas seen a falcon th a t 
was 10*2 years old. 
The follow ingex- 
nmples a re cited as to the longevity of 
the eagle and vulture: 
A sea eagle 
captured in 1715, and already sever­ 
al years of age, died 104 years after­ 
wards, in 1810; a white headed vul­ 
ture, captured iu 1700, died in 1826 
in one of tbeaviaries of Schoenbrunn 
Castle, near Vienna, where it had 
passed 11 H yearsin captivity, 
Pa-ro- 
quets and ravensreach an age of over 
100 years. The life ofsea and m arsh 
birds sometimes equals th a t of sever­ 
al hum an generations. Like m any 
other birds, m agpies like to be very 
old in a sta te of freedom, but not to 
reach over 20 or 25 years in captiv­ 
ity. The nightingale lives 10 years 
in captivity, and the blackbird 15. 
Canary birds reach an age of from 12 
to 15 years in the edge, but those 
flying a t liberty in their native isl­ 
ands reacii a much more advanced 
age.—D etroit Free Press.

A d u lte r a t in g S e e d . 
One of the gravest offences 
the farming interests of this 
country is the adulteration 
This is one of the forms of 
against which farmers and gardeners 
need to be constantly on their guard. 
The necessity for watchfulness is rec­ 
ognized by every careful farmer who 
realizes th a t his margin of profit is so 
small th a t it m ay easily be wiped out 
by the use of inferior seed. But there 
are forms of adulteration which it is 
extremely difficult to guard against. 
One of these is exposed by Mr. J. J. 
Gregory, the well-known Marblehead 
seedsman. 
He said in a recent address before 
the Boston 
M arket G ardners’ As­ 
sociation th a t one of the worst of the 
m any 
disreputable things done in 
the seed trade is the habit, quite com­ 
mon in Europe, of baking cheap or in­ 
ferior seed in order to destroy its vi­ 
tality and then mixing it with good 
seed of the same or a similar appear­ 
ing variety. He had known of stale 
cabbage seed being baked and mixed 
w ith costly cauliflower seed, and the 
buyer could not detect the fraud ex­ 
cept in the small percentage of seed 
th a t germinated. 
As one means of 
circumventing these frauds it was sug­ 
gested th a t the seed trade should have 
its recognized grades—A No. 1, A No- 
2, etc., the same as the grain trade. 
This would be a great improvement 
on the present uniform standard, 
which is in reality no standard at all. 
Some further observations of Mr. 
Gregory on the subject of seeds are 
worthy of note. Seeds ripened in a 
dry season, he said, are best and keep 
vitality longest. It is better to keep 
seeds of the vine family where they 
will not freeze. When they lose life the 
oil in them becomes rancid. The seeds 
of the vines often fail from too cold or 
wet weather after planting. Good 
seed, even in the hands of skillful 
gardeners, will not always grow. 
A hot, drying mud will sometimes 
prevent germination, though this, it 
should be said, may be generally pre­ 
vented by thoroughly compac ting the 
soil after planting. “Firming the soil' 
was one of the prescriptions for suc­ 
cessful germination on which the late 
Peter Henderson laid great stress. It 
puts the soil, if thorough tillage has 
prepared it properly for the seed, in 
t he best possible condition to prom ote 
growth. 
Mr. Gergory said he had known 
samples of onion seed to germinate 
up to 96 and even 100 per cent; but a 
fair average is 85 t o 9 0 per cent.; The 
average for cabbage seed is 85 per 
cent.; the same for sweet corn; for 
beans about 70 per cent. The wrinkl­ 
ed jieas are not so sure to germinate 
as the hard varieties. 


P r o t e c t th e Fruit F rom F ro st. 
The fruit bloom of all kinds was 
never fuller, in this section, than now. 
The unusually 
warm weather has 
forced it out to early we fear, and we 
recommend th at precautions be taken 
to prevent the disastrous effects of 
frost. We (jive our own plan for this 
purpose. Near the middle of our plum 
and pear orchard we have a pit a foot 
or more deep, and al>out four feet in 
diameter, ami have tilled it with chips 
and other rubbish. When the signal 
service reports, or the falling of the 
mercury in our therm om eter indicates 
a frost, we shall set fire to the pile, 
and after it is well started, shall p a rt­ 
ly sm other it with earth and thus 
keep a column of smoke and heated 
air rising through the night. The 
effect is to sta rt the air in the vicinity 
jntq motion, and thus prevent the 
frost from taking effect on the young 
fruit. We recommend others to try 
the p)an. Unless the frost is very 
heavy, am ountiug toafreeze, we think 
it will proveeffectual.—Indiana Farm - 
er.

S tr a w b e r r y C rp w n Borer. 
The beetles are incapable 9* flight, 
havingno functional wings, and are 
thus dependent for locomotion pn the 
usual three pairs of legs. These they 
use with no great facility, and as the 
grubs lack legs altogether, the species, 
as may be supposed, does not migrat e 
readily from infested beds. There is 
little danger of tl*e borer getting 
among plants on new’ land a t a dis­ 
tance from infested beds as long as 
the plants for new beds have not been 
obtained from infested ones. 
Grubs 
and pupae spend all their lives in 
the crowns of plants, being found 
there 
from 
the middle of 
June 
till 
late 
in 
September. 
Plants 
removed from infested beds during 
this time are thereforeliabletoconvey 
the borprs to localities to which such 
plants may be transferred. Those 
who have had Experience with the 
borersliave found th a t care w ith regard 
to selecting plants and ground for new7 
beds was their best means of avoiding 
ipjury. No fear need be entertained 
pf the borers seriously attacking other 
crops which may be grown on infested 
land, and there is every probability 
th a t one season in corn or potatoes 
would rid land pf thenp No practic­ 
able method 
pf 
using insecticides 
against the crown-borer is knowq. 


A W ord A b o u t S p r a y in g . 
Unless a heavy rain should follow 
the first spraying of apple trees with 
Paris green solution it is not necessary 
to repeat the operation if the first one 
has been thoroughly done. W ith a 
goad forpe pum p the spray may be 
t hrown upon the tree in such a way as 
to lodge a little of the poison on the 
blossom end of evpry apple, where it 
is needed, Not more thah pqe pound 
of the x>oison tp 200 gallons of W ater 
should be used, and the two should be 
kepi thoroughly mixed in prder to ac­ 
complish the intended pbject. The 
spraying of various cppppr solutions 
for the saving of fruit cfpps is now a 
recognized necessity, and aq ap p ara­ 
tus pf some kind fop doing it easily 
and well is an essential p art pf the 
equipment of every’ frqit grower. 
It should always bp rpmembered, 
howevpr, th a t while a qpcessary oper­ 
ation, spraying with CQpper solutions 
is a d^qgerous pqe, qqlpss great care is 
exercised by the operator. These sol­ 
utions are strong poisons, even in the 
proportions used for spraying, and 
whoever does the w ork should be care 
ful to keep pn the windward side of 
the trpes, so th a t He will be in no 
daqger 9? inhaling the poisonous spray. 
The package of poison should also be 
kept iq a secure place, under lqck and 
key if possible. 


H e lp in g C h ic k s F rom E ggs. 
Sometimes I have helped chicks out 
of the shells, and sometimes they lived. 


and sometimes, they didn’t. Once, 
after the hens had left the nest, I 
found one chick th a t bod his head out 
p art way, and there he stuck—or 
rat her the shell stuck closer than a 
brother. Those eggs cost $5 a sitting, 
and as the chick w’ould die if I didn’t 
get him out, and could not do any 
worse than die if I did, I concluded to 
extricate him. I got a dish of warm 
water, a rag, sat dewn by the kitchen 
stove where I could keep the water 
and the chick warm, and just soaked 
the shell off him, bit by bit, until it 
was all off. 
It was a slow job—took 
me full two hours, but I did it without 
drawing blood, and the chick lived, 
grew up to be a rooster th a t sold for 
$3.—Fanny Field. 


S u b so il. 
The nature of the subsoil seldom re­ 
ceives due consideration when one is 
selecting a farm. It ought to be 
nearly or quite as rich in mineral 
m atter as the soil near the surface. 
It should have veins of water running 
through it, or a t least water courses 
to be filled in dry timels, as th a t in­ 
sures good 
drainage. If the sub­ 
soil is an impervious clay it will need 
more thorough, wider draining than 
one where clay and gravel are mixed. 
The worst of all subsoils is a sand of 
any kind; it will not hold anything, 
and the only margin between such 
a soil and entire sterility is the small 
am ount of vegetable m atter it may 
contain. It is easy to exhaust and 
h ard to renovate. 


C a re o f S h e e p . 
The sheep suffers more from long 
continued wet weather than any other 
animal. 
Keep them on dry locations 
if you wish to avoid diseases in the 
flocks, especially the dreadedfoot-rot, 
Colds, due to exposure, lead to other 
ailments, and as the sheep is more 
easily affected by dampness than by 
cold the flock 
should be carefully 
guarded until the 
spring rains are 
over. 


Bad R o ad s. 
Poor roads is bad economy. Spend­ 
ing money in building such roads, or 
attem pting to keep them in repair, is 
spiking 
money. 
Every farm er or 
other person drawing loads or riding 
over such roads is loosing a deal of 
money by way of power in going 
through mud, over stones and in cuts. 
Farm ers should realize th a t bad roads 
cause a sad waste, and show a lack of 
economy; on the other hand, good 
roads puts money into their pockets. 


Drink fo r S t o c k . 
One of the worst things to conteud 
with in the care of stock is their drink. 
No creature will thrive if compelled to 
go 30 or 40 rods to drink and then 
get it by standing in the mud up to 
their knees, or in a cold northwest 
wind th a t will chill them so th a t they 
won’t get warm for the next 24 hours. 
Farm ers had better hire money a t 12 
per cent, to bring water to their barns 
than compel their stock to travel off 
in the field to drink. 


V a riety In F o od . 
All kinds of stock are subject to a 
loss of appetite when the food does 
not consist of a variety. A mess of 
cooked t urnips may improve an ani­ 
mal more than medicine. Always re­ 
sort to a change of food when the ani­ 
mal seems to loose appetite.

New Political Party the Outcome 
of the Conference at Cin­ 
cinnati. 


Its 1 irtli Announced by Scenes of the 
Greatest Confusion and the Wild­ 
est Hilarity. 


Farm N o te s. 
Turpentine put inthedrinking water 
of poultry is said to prevent gapes. 
It is said th a t guineas running 
among chickens will guard them from 
hawks. 


A i>each orchard requires about the 
same cultivation as corn. No grass 
should ever grown in the peac h or­ 
chard. 
Do not be afraid to use wood ashes 
on any kind of fruit cron. 
Lime is 
also beneficial on light sandy soils for 
fruits. 
Animals which do not show a pro­ 
fit after paying for good CAre and 
good keeping, should at once be re­ 
moved for their betters. 
No m atter what ails the fowl, a sick 
bird should a t once be removed to 
separate quarters from the w’ell ones. 
It is a precaution th at always pays. 
Plant more green peas, so as to 
have a succession. Pezis may be had 
on the table until quite late in the 
summer if crops are 
planted two 
weeks apart. 
Corn meal mixed with boiling-hot 
sweet skimmed milk gives the flesh of 
chickens a fine flavor and a white, 
clea- look .which adds to the m arket 
value. 
Give the onion bed a good topdress- 
ing of wood ashes, and hoe or rake 
them well into the soil a t the first 
cultivation. A secret of success in 
onion culture is to get a good, early 
start. 
Carrots make a very palatable and 
valuable food, especially fpr colts, 
and with ground adapted to them, 
it pays to grow a few bushels as aq 
appetizer for the horses and cplts, 
pr as butter color for the cows. 
To havp early potatoes, keep up 
frequent and thorough cultivation 
qntil the growth of the tpps prevent 
further working. It is not enough to 
plant well and fertilize well, but the 
cqltivntion m ust be equally as good. 
Turkeys are excellent fowls for rais; 
ing, bqt they require peculiar care tq 
prevent them stealing their nests out 
and wandering off. Cold and dam p­ 
ness are death to young turkeys. 
They are hearty eaters and need a 
good sta rt to grow. 
Any vice noticed a t the time of train ­ 
ing the colts should be firmly but 
kindly suppressed. Any ungainly or 
vicious habit will be noticed by buy­ 
ers and so lessen tlie price, besides 
proving unpleasant or dangerous be­ 
fore the horse is sold. 
Cut away the limbs of cherry trees 
th ai are attacked with black knot, 
and burn the parts taken off, and the 
disease may be prevented, but unless 
destroyed by fire the parts removed 
will enable the disease to spread by 
the dissemination of the pores, which 
are carried to distant points by the 
winds.

Cincinnati, Special.—W hatever its o ut­ 
come the big convention which assembled 
here was inaugurated in a fashion o f which 
any Am erican citizen m ight well he proud. 
Fifteen hundred representatives of the 
bone and sinew of the nation, gathered 
alike from farm and city toil, came to order 
on the very w atch-tick th at had m onths be­ 
fore been agreed upon, lifted their voices iu 
m agnificent diapason in a hym n to their 
country, said together in reverential unison 
the Lord’s prayer, and then calm ly pro­ 
ceeded to fight out as be-st their m anhood 
directed the question w hether or not a 
great new political party in tho United 
States should forthw ith he given existence. 
The first real excitem ent in the conven­ 
tion was caused by no less a person than 
Ignatius D onnelly of Minnesota- 
He did 
it with a banuless-iooking little suggestion, 
that, to save tim e, the appointm ent of 
com m itteruen by each state he com pleted 
in a lum p, each state nam ing all of its com ­ 
m itteem en a t once, including the m em ber 
o f the national com m ittee. 
This led to a very warm discussion in 
which Gen. W eaver of Iowa, wasted the 
sage and charged him with trying to pledge 
the convention on the sly to the form ation 
of a th ird party. 
Donnelly disclaim ed any 
intention to take an undue advantage. 
The C hairm an came to the rescue and 
declared the m otion out o f order. 
After the appointm ent ol a com m ittee on 
resolutions the convention adjourned un­ 
til tom orrow . 
The com m ittee on resolutions consists of 
one m em ber from each state represented, 
they met in the evening ami organized by 
electing Ignatius Donnelly, chairm an, 


SECOND DAY. 
The convention amused itself while wait­ 
ing lor the report of the com m ittee on reso­ 
lutions in passing the hat to defray the ex­ 
penses of the convention and to send a col­ 
ored alliance m an home. 
The report of the com m ittee on order of 
business elicited applause when the pro­ 
gram m e outlined showed a place for the 
appointm ent of mem bers of 
T il R NATIONAL COMMITTEE. 
Opposition was manifested at once to the 
proposition to lim it all *pee< lies to five 
minutes. 
A lady delegate from South Da­ 
kota got tlie floor and pleaded with the 
men folks to please not try to cut tbing9 oil 
so short. Cries of “ We are here for business” | 
was the reply from a score, and attem pts to 
debate the question were howled down in 
short order. 
The five-minute rule carried

It wa* necessary to apply the previous 
question gag before a vote could be ol>? 
tained on tUe report of the com m ittee on 
order of business. 
Then the report went 
through like a cannon ball. 
How the con­ 
vention did screech when the vote was an­ 
nounced, 
"That means a third party rizht now,” shout 
ed an excited Kann&u. “ We are coiug to have a 
national committee, don’t you see? And that 
is what we have been alter. We've won tlie first 
victory, anyhow. Hooray. I say—hooray! ’ 
Pandem onium broke loose from ceiling 
to fioor^ W hile the applause was still m ak­ 
ing the windows rat tie Senator PefTer opened 
his j>owerful lungs, and, w ith a m ighty ef* 
:ort, made him self heard sufficientiy to de­ 
clare the convention adjourned till J p. in. 
A PROTEST PBOM POLK. 
W hen the convention reassembled a letter 
from L. L. Polk was read advising this con­ 
ference to issue an address, and defer a- lion 
on a third party until 1892. 
This caused a 
breeze, and when a m otion to refer it to the 
comm ittee on resolutions was dec sred car­ 
ried there was a loud dem and—notablv 
frory the M innesota delegation—that the 
negative be nut more forcibly by the chair. 
The dem anu was renewed and continued 
from tim e to tim e during the reading of a 
num ber of miscellaneous telegrams. 
Mr. Fish of M iunesota argued th at Mr. 
P o lk ’s letter was ill-timed, and claimed 
that it showed how useless it would be to 
refer the third party question to the meet­ 
ing in 1992, at which Polk and his follow­ 
ers will be leading spirits. 
Ignatius Donne.ly, chairm an of the com ­ 
mittee on resolutions, climbed on the ros­ 
trum at this juncture and alm ost bis first 
words caused a w hirlw ind of excitement.

PUBLICLY CASTIGATED 
by Gen. W eaver of Iowa. Two alternatives 
were presented, he said; either to ignore a 
third party or divide the friends of reform. 
He gave way to Robert Schilling of Wi - 
cousin, secretary of the Committee, who 
read the platform . 
The nam e of the new 
tarty , the “ People’s Party of the United 
States,” d ieted a magnificent outburst of 
applause, and, as each plank was read, tlie 
cneering was renewed eo frequently that the 
great hall seemed to reverberate continu­ 
ously. 
A plank recom m ended universal suffrage 
to favorable consideration, and another de­ 
m anded paym ent ol pensions on a gold 
basis. 
The lorm er m et with a rather chilly 
reception, but 
the latter was 
roundly 
cheered. 
At this juncture a delegate objected that 
the platform was one-sided for the Farm ­ 
ers’ Alliance, but he met with little en­ 
couragem ent, and Schilling declared thai 
the convention ts-as for harm ony, and for 
the “ new declaration of independence." 
lie announced th at the pension plank was 
ieftlo the soldier m em ber on the com m it­ 
tee, w ith an inquiry w hether it was satis­ 
factory, and, on hts acquiescence, it wea 
adopted unanim ously. 
Tlie convention went wild apd m ounted 
tables, chairs,

A t this stage tue convention was 
little better than a now lingm ob, ami in the 
midst of the confusion G. M. H iller o: 
California came to the front pn the pro­ 
hibition question, which hatj been ignored 
ip tjie platforpi and resolutions.

fqrtii! to phoke hint off with points of order 
were ineffectual. 
The resolution offered 
by him was brie?, but to the point.

“ Resolved, T hat we favor the abolition of 
the liquor traffic. ’ 
Comusion 
became worse confounded. 
Fifty orators were clam oring for recogni­ 
tion, but the first to succeed was Schilling 
of W isconsip. 
He declared liim sella strong 
tem perance man, one vyho neither drank 
por eyen smoked, but lie opposed the dis­ 
cussion of the question ot prohibition at 
this time. 
Mr. Schilling declared that the 
resolution proposed by Mr. Miller bad been 
iuily considered and voted down by the 
com m ittee on plat orru. 
To spring it now 
was plainly throw ing a fire brand into the 
convention, and in his opinion it was a de­ 
liberate attem pt 
TO CAUSE A SPLIT IN TH E PARTY. 
^h e pressure at this tim e for recognition 
Was extraordinary. 
In desperation the 
chair proposed to give ten oi the m ost vo­ 
ciferous delegates, who were crowded, aboqt 
fiis desk clam oriqg Jpr jeeogm tian, one 
m inute eacb, aiid a hundred watches were 
pulled out to m ake sure th at none of the 
speakeis exceeded the sixty-seconds lim it. 
The prohibition am endm ent was over­ 
w helm ingly deleated. 
The resolutions were then adopted with 
only three dissenting votes. 
At this juncture Gen. J. B. W eaver re­ 
lieved phairm an Peffer, who was worn out 
V lth his fruitless efforts tp preserve order, 
and had besides to patch a trqin for 
ington. 
A resolution qgaipst trusts was 
choked off by a point p; order raised by 
Schilling of Wisconsin, that all resolutions 
should he referred to the com m ittee on res- 
olptions w ithout being read. 
Then the 
convention got down to business again and 
the m atter of choosing a national com m it­ 
tee was taken up. Chairm an W eaver de­ 
clared a welcome recess to enable the over­ 
heated, exhausted delegates to select mem­ 
bers of the national com m ittee from their 
respective states. 
After ihp selection of thecoqqqittce there 
were a lpw moruppts of conlused preparation 
fpr adjoqrpm ent sine die. then tlie chair- 
qian’s gavel fell and the first convention of 
the people’^ party of the United States had 
passed ifito pistory. 
TH E PLATFORM. 
Follow ing is the platform in full as pre­ 
sented tp the convention: 
T hat in view of the great social, industrial 
and economical revolution now pawning upon 
t£e civlllxefi world, aud the new anil living issues 
confronting the American people, we beiieyethat 
the time haB arrived for a crystallization of the 
political reforih forces pf our country, and the 
lortnatipc. 61 what should be known as the Peo­ 
ple’s party of the ynlted States pi America. 
T hat we mogt heartily endorse the demands 
of the platform s as adopted a t St. Louis, Mo., 
In 188S, Qcala, Fla., in 1SH0„ and Qir.aha. Jieb., 
Ip 1891, by ipdpsqial organ Ration* there repre­ 
sented, summarized as follows: 
Tpe right to m&ke aud issue money Is a sov­ 
ereign power tp be m aintained by the people tor 
the cOmmon benefit, hence we demand the ubo- 
Utipn ot national banks as banks of issue, and 
9* a substitute for natipual bank notes we de- 
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mand th at legal tender treasury note* be Issued 
in sufficient volume to transact the business of 
the country ou a cash basis, without uainace or 
especial advantage to any class or calling, such 
notes to be legal tender iu payment of all debts, 
public and private, and such notes, when de­ 
manded by tne people, shall be loaned to them 
a t not more th an if per cent per annum upon 
non-perishable products, a t indicated in the 
subtreasury plan, and also npou real estate, 
with proper lim itation upon the quantity of 
land a.id auiouut ot money. 
We demand the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver. 
We demand the passage of laws prohibiting 
alien ownership of land, and th a t congress take 
prom pt action to devise some plan to obtaiu all 
lands now owned by aliens and foreign syudi 
cates, and th at all lauds now held by railroads 
and other corporations iu excess ol such as 
actually used and needed by them he reclaimed 
by the government, and held for actual settlers 
oniy. 
Kelleviu« the doctrine ol equal rights to all 
and special privilege to none, we demand th a t 
taxation, national, state or municipal, shall not 
be used to build up oue interest or class a t the 
expense of another. 
We demand th at all revenues, national, state 
or county, shall be limited to the necessary ex 
Lenses of the government, economically aud 
honestly administer*d. 
We demand a just and equitable system of 
graduated tax ou income. 
We demand the m ost rigid, honest and Just 
national coiitrol aud supervision of tlie means 
of public communication and transportation, 
and if this control and supervision does not re­ 
move the abuses now existing, we demand the 
government ownership of such means of com­ 
munication and tiansportatioii. 
We demand the election of president, vice 
president and United States senators by a di­ 
rect vote of the people. 
T hat we urge united action of all progressive 
organizations iu attending the conference called 
for Feb. 22, 1MH2, by six of the leading reform 
organizations. 
T hat a national central committee be ap­ 
pointed by this conference, to he composed of a 
chairman, to be elected by this body, aud ol 
three members from each state represented, to 
be named by each state delegation. 
T hat this oeutral committee shall represent 
tills body, at ten 1 the national conference on 
Feb. 22, 1HD2. and if possible unite W ith th a t 
and all other reform organizations there assem­ 
bled. 
if no satisfactory arrangement can be ef­ 
fected, tit is committee shall call a national con­ 
vention, not later than June 1, 18W2, for the 
purpose of nominating candidates for president 
und vice president. 
T hat the members of tlie central committee 
for each state wtipre there Is uo independent po­ 
litical organization conduct an active system of 
political agitation in their resj*ective states. 
NOT IN TH E PLATFORM. 
Follow ing are resolutions subm itted for 
consideration, and not contained in the 
platform : 
Itesolved, T hat the question of universal 
suffrage be recommended to the favorable con­ 
sideration of the various states aud territories. 
Tlmt while the party in power in 18S9 pledged 
the faith of the nation to pay a debt iu coin 
th at had been contracted on a depreciated cur­ 
rency basis ami nayable in currency, thus add­ 
ing nearly * 1,000,000,ooo to the burdens of the 
people, which meant gold for the bondholders 
and depreciated currency for the soldier, and 
holding th at tlie men who imperiled their lives 
to save the ille of a nation should have been 
naid in money as good as th s t paid to the bond­ 
holder, we demand the issue of legal tender 
treasury notes in sufficient am ount to make tlie 
pay of the soldiers equal to par with coin, or 
such other iegislatiou as shall do equal ami ex­ 
act justice to tlie Union soldiers of this country.

That the attoruey general of the United States 
should make imm diate provision to submit the 
act of March 2, 1SM9, providing for the opening 
of Oklahoma to homestead settlement, to the 
United i-tates supreme court, so th a t the ex­ 
pensive aud dilatory litigation uovy pending there 
be ended. 
T he follow ing resolution in tro d u ced by 
Mason A. Green ot Massachusetts in behalf 
oi th e N ationalists was 
re erred to the 
various reform bodies for their adoption: 
That when in the course oi business consulula 
tiuns ia the form of trusts or private syndicates 
it becomes evident th a t any branch of commerce 
is used lor tlie behoof and profit of a lew men at 
the expense of the general public, we believe th at 
the people should assume charge qt such com­ 
merce tnrough their natiouwi. state or municipal 
adm inistration.
